Marriages of Minors . — The Marriages of males under 21 years of age in 1859, are less 
than those in the preceding year, whilst those of females under age are above the number 
in 1858. The relative proportions are — males, in 1859, 4‘25 per cent., — in 1858, 4'55 ; — 
females, in 1859, 17'48 per cent., — in 1858, 16*81 per cent. In. England the proportion of 
minors married in 1856 was 5*72 per cent, of males, and 18*34 per cent of females. 
Owing, however, to the defective system of registration in this country, no satisfa<;tory 
comparison can be made between the statistics of Marriage in Ireland and England.

Were the Marriages of the entire population registered, most probably the resiRt ivohld Be 
in accordance 'with the ]n’cvailmg impression that a greater proportion of Marriages at -M 
early iigCvS annually take place in Ireland than in Great Britain. 

Jic-Marria/ifis. — I'hc proportion of ‘widowers and ■widows whose Marriages ■were regis- 
tered in IH.'iO was less than in the previous year: the numbers •\vere 1.064 men and 
.'iS? women, which was at the rate of 11‘48 widowers and 5'69 widows to every 100 
Marriages. ^ . j i i • 

Shpintures of Persons ^farried . — All persons whose jMarriages are registered under this 
Act nr(! re(|uired to sign tlieir names in the duplicate Registers j those who are unable 
to Avrite make a mark in the usual avay. Some test may, by this means, he afforded as - 

regards pi‘ogrcs.s in education. The copies of the Registers of Marriages received for 
the. y(!!M’ 1 85i) show a slight improvement in the education of the males in this respect, 
hut not ill that of the females. The numbers -who made their marks being, in 9,261 
Marriages, 2,479 inon, or 26-76 per cent., and 3,955 women, or 42-70 per cent

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I observed in iny last Report, that the benefits of tlie present Act arc almost entirely 
confined to tiui provinces of Ulster and Leinster, — tins will be apparent when i t is stated 
that in 1859, out of 9,261 Marriages which were registered, 1,075 were solemnized in 
the provinces of Munster and ComuviujM ; and of the 32 counties, including the cities and 
large towns, Antrim., Doton, Armagh, Tyrove, Londonderry, Dublin, and Cork, afforded 
7,026 of the entire number of Registered Marriages. In like manner, in 15 districts out 
of 130, — 5,258 of the Blarriages returned in 1859 v/orc recorded. It may also be observed, 
that the nunaber of Marriages registered in Ulster in 1859 exceeds those registered in the 
same province in 1858 by 312, being more than the total increase of Marrhiges registered in 
aH Ireland in 1859 compared with the previous yeai‘. It is to be hoped that tlic benefits 
of a Registration of Marriages may sliortly bo extended to the Roman Catholic 
population.

I beg here to repeat to your Excellency the observations made in iny last Report, as to 
the great want of a general measure for the Registration of Births and Deaths in Ireland ; 
and of the Marriages solemnized by Roman f^atholic prie.sts, -which are now excluded 
from Registration, by the Act 7 & 8 Vic., ch. 81, see. 3. This is nuicli to he regretted, 
as the advantages to be derived from a knowledge of the vital statistics of the people of 
this country cannot be too highly estimated. The Eiiglish Act has now been in opera- 
tion for upwards of twenty j^ears, and has been productive of the most beneficial remits. 
By the information which it has afibrded, many diseases liave been traced to their causes ; 
sanitary measures have been introduced for the improvement of tiic public health ; it has 
assisted in making effective the Vaccination Act, by which the lives of so many infants have 
been saved ; it gives to Insurance Companies data for calculating equitable rates for life 
insurance ; and to persons requiring proof of birtli, whether to be employed iu the public 
service or in the factory, it supplies cheap and conclusive evidence. 'Even before the 
many uses -were known to which the information derivalde from a general recfistry of 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages could be applied, the Committee of the House of Comitions 
appointed in 1833 to inquire into this important subject., and which consisted of thirly 
members, including some of the most distinguished siatesme?i of the day rei)orted as 
follows: — VI 1 

" 1. That the subject is urgently important. 

“3. That it inTolres matters of great public and national interest, as well as individual satisfaction and ri'^hts 
and claims to property, and deserves the attention of the humblest artizan ns well as of the most philosonMeal 
and statesmanlike inquirer. ‘ * 

“3. That the existing law is imperfect and unjust, and requires not only partial amendment, but real fan<la- 
nicntal reform. 

“4. That great trouble, vast expense, utter uncertainty, capricious changes, and local and gcueraJ evils exist 
while DO means are supplied to obtain the information other countries possess and justly value as to the state of 
disease, the operation of moral and physical causes on the health of tlie people, the progress of the population, and 
otJier matters on which accuinto knowledge can scarcely be too highly appreciated, or too intensely pursued. 

“Tour Conimitteo cannot hesitate to state their decided opinion that a now national system of l^yistration 
should be attempted. • By such an internal, but most needful improvement, they believe that 

tiie national honour will bo promoted — that inestimably useful information will bo ensured that great evils 

alTecting all landed property, and obstructing its descent and sale, and acquisition will bo diminished. :• * 

“ They are not unaware that some objections may be stated, some interests affected, and prejudices tilarmcci • 
but thty trust the matter xaill not he. enmidered as any jiaHy question, or any sottree of political strife, as tlicy 
too arc persuaded that all apparent difficulties may bo obviated with facility — and that, by liberality .and per- 
Bevcrance, an improvement will be cheaply, promptly, and permanently accoinidislied, which they veutui'o to 
reconmioad — and which iho most jiractical, experienced, and enlightened of .all religious denoinina'tion.s cnipli.a- 
tic.ally ami conjointly desire.” 

As SO many and great advantages liave ansen from the operation of tlie Rcgish'ufioii 
Act in .England, it is to be ho 2 >efI that this country will not longer lie permitted to reniain 
without the benefits of a like jncasuro. A similar Act whs passed fln-Sentlmid in IfbTh.so 
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. REGISTEAR-GENERAL of marriages in IRELAND. 

that Ireland is now the only portion of the United Kingdom which h^ not a genei’al 
record of the Births, Deatlis, and Marriages of its population. On this subject the Registrar- 
(Jcucral in Ehgland makes the follo^ving observation in liis Nineteenth Report, presented 
to Parliament in June, 1858: — 

“ Tlio mavriivgtjs, ItU'fclia, and dcatha of tlio people of Ireland arc still unregistered, ao tliat tlic move>nant of tbo 
population ill the Unitwl Kingdom caiintit bo given. This clofeet liaa been sometimes refeiTod to tbo fact that 
tlie majority of tbo people of Ireland profess tlio Koman Catholic religion ; but it is evident that the chiefs of the 
OatlioHfi faith aro not now liostilo to sbitistical oporationa of any kind. The birtlis, deaths, and marriages are 
rngistcred in all tlio Catholic states of tho continent of Europe ; and a valuable series of statistical docurnents has 
lately lioeii priutoil at tho press of tho Aiiostolic Chamber at Home, under tlio auqiicea of the Papal Minister of 
Coimuureo. The Papal Govornmeuf took a census in 18d3, and has aimonnced its intention to publish honco- 
fonvanl animal returns of births, deaths, and marriages. Is Ireland in this respect to remain in arrear of all tho 
civiliiioil states of EuropoT 

'i’lic fui'ogoing extracts, from such einiiicnt authorities, forcibly demonstrate that iriost 
.surioiis inconvenience and lo.ss are experienced from the want of a perfect system of 
ivgi^^tnitioii of Births, Maniages, a,nd Deaths in Ireland.
